As  years  roll  by,  so  the  work  of  your  Health 
Officials  seems  to  increase.  It  seems  hardly  credible 
that  only  27  years  ago  my  Annual  Report  to  you 
consisted  of  a few  foolscaps  of  written  report  which 
were  read  at  your  Council  Meeting  and  then  quickly 
forgotten.  Now  my  report  takes  the  form  of  a book, 
and  takes  many  weeks  of  anxious  thought  before 
finally  passing  into  the  hands  of  the  Printer. 

This  is  entirely  due  to  the  great  strides  Health 
matters  have  advanced  in  the  last  27  years. 

The  Year  has  not  been  without  its  difficulties, 
and  I would  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
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grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  Tucker,  who  stepped  into  the 
breach,  when  our  late  Inspector  was  suspended,  and 
who  so  ably  carried  out  his  duties,  until  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Bailey.  Mr.  Bailey,  who  came 
to  us  from  Kingsbridge,  with  the  highest  of 
references,  commenced  work  with  us  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  Autumn,  and  very  quickly  took  up  the 
threads  of  his  work.  He  is  a very  efficient  official, 
and  has  what  we  require  in  a Bural  Area,  a great  deal 
of  tact  and  persuasive  power.  This  will  all  make  for 
greater  smoothness  in  carrying  out  all  the  Ministry 
Begulations,  such  as  Milk  Inspection,  Housing,  and 
a hundred  and  one  other  duties.  I extend  to  him  a 
cordial  welcome,  and  I know  we  shall  woik  together 
with  the  one  common  interest  for  the  betterment  of 
the  Kural  District. 

Although  perhaps  my  report  will  not  be  quite  so 
good  as  regards  Health  Matters  as  1936,  yet  it  is  one 
we  can  look  back  upon,  feeling  that  great  progress 
has  been  made  in  dealing  with  Water  Supplies,  the 
improvement  in  Milk  Supplies,  and  the  improvement 
of  Sanitation  throughout  the  District.  I shall  deal 
more  fully  with  these  subjects  under  their  separate 
headings. 

During  the  year  I brought  into  force,  with  your 
consent,  an  Immunisation  Scheme  against  Diphtheria. 
This  Scheme  I had  prepared  a few  years  ago,  to  deal 
with  any  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  which  threatened  the 
Kural  District.  Owing  to  an  outbreak  in  the  Honiton 
Borough,  the  Scheme  was  brought  into  force  last 
June,  and  I visited  22  Schools  in  the  Kural  District 
and  immunised  688  children  out  of  a total  possible 
of  796,  a full  report  of  this  is  given  later  in  my  report. 

As  regards  Infectious  Disease,  there  was  an  out- 
break in  April  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  number  of  cases 
reported  being  12,  all  of  a very  mild  type.  There 
was  also  a case  of  Diphtheria  at  Farway.  During 
December  an  outbreak  of  Bacilliary  Dysentery 
occurred,  4 cases  occurring  at  Hembury  Fort,  1 at 
Talaton  and  1 at  Cotleigh. 
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I am  glad  to  report  there  was  only  one  case  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  in  the  District  during  1937.  This 
again  speaks  very  highly  of  the  work  of  the  District 
Nurses,  who  do  practically  all  the  Midwifery  in  the 
Rural  District. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
reported  to  me — 5.  This  is  one  less  than  in  1930.

The  Honiton  Borough  have  now  carried  out 
their  new  Sewerage  Scheme,  and  this  should  now  stop 
the  pollution  of  the  River  Otter.

Water  Supplies. 


The  Scheme  to  provide  Branscombe  with  a 
piped  supply,  and  which  I dealt  with  fully  in  my 
1936  report,  is  now  unfortunately  held  up,  owing  to 
the  increased  cost  of  the  Scheme. 

I am  very  definitely  of  opinion  that  ways  and 
means  must  be  found  to  carry  out  this  Scheme. 

Branscombe  is  the  Rural  District  outlet  to  the 
sea,  and  is  becoming  more  popular  with  visitors  every 
year,  especially  the  camping  visitors,  and  the  present 
water  supply  of  Branscombe  is  quite  inadequate  to 
deal  satisfactorily  with  the  summer  influx  of  visitors. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  as  soon  as  land  becomes 
available  for  building,  the  residential  area  is  going  to 
be  greatly  increased,  especially  so,  as  the  tendency 
is  now  for  people  to  leave  the  crowded  areas,  and 
seek  refuge  in  the  country  for  fear  of  Air  Raids. 

The  water  which  would  be  obtained  at  Bulstone 
is  very  satisfactory,  and  the  spring  there  delivers 
27,000  gallons  per  24  hours.

CONCLUSIONS. 

This  sample  is  of  a satisfactory  degree  of  organic  and  bac- 
terial purity,  and  indicates  a water  suitable  for  a drinking  supply. 


Yarcombe. 

The  difficulty  with  this  village  is  the  scattered 
nature  of  the  Area  to  be  supplied.  As  I have  pointed 
out  in  previous  reports,  the  wells  in  this  village, 
which  are  shallow  ones  and  liable  to  pollution,  have 
always  been  satisfactory,  and  the  health  of  the  village 
has  been  exceptionally  good.  During  1937  reports 
were  received  of  suspected  pollution  of  the  wells,  steps 
were  taken  at  once  to  have  all  the  wells  examined, 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  wells  were  found 
unfit  bacteriologically.  I append  here  the  report  of 
the  Analyst.

Milk  Supplies. 

During  the  year  constant  supervision  of  milk 
supplies  have  no  doubt  increased  the  standard  of  pure 
milk  in  the  Rural  District.  I am  certain  the  majority 
of  milk  producers  take  a pride  in  producing  milk  of 
a high  standard,  and  I have  always  found  that  where 
milk  fails  to  come  up  to  the  required  standard,  and 
the  fault  can  be  localised,  no  man  is  keener  than  the 
Devon  farmer  to  put  things  right. 

What  I am  greatly  concerned  about  is  the 
difficulty  of  the  inhabitants  of  some  of  our  villages 
in  obtaining  milk  supplies.  As  you  probably  know, 
practically  every  farmer  now  sells  his  milk  to  the 
Milk  Board,  and  is  prohibited  unless  Licensed  from 
retailing  milk  in  his  village. 

This  was  forcibly  brought  home  to  me  this  year 
at  Northleigh  where  a working  family,  who  were  quite 
prepared  to  pay  for  their  milk,  could  not  obtain 
any  milk  for  their  children,  and  it  was  only  through 
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the  kindness  and  generosity  of  one  of  my  Councillors 
that  this  family  was  provided  with  the  greatest 
necessity  of  life.  It  is  absolutely  essential  that  children 
should  be  provided  with  pure  milk.  In  this  case  one 
could  not  blame  the  local  supplier  of  milk,  as  he  had 
not  sufficient  to  supply  all  his  customers,  but  it  does 
seem  tragic  that  in  a County  like  Devon,  which  with- 
out doubt,  produces  the  best  milk  in  the  world,  the 
children  living  in  villages,  surrounded  by  dairies, 
cannot  even  obtain  a pennyworth  of  milk.  The 
farmer  naturally  finds  it  much  simpler  to  place  all 
his  milk  in  a churn,  to  be  picked  up  at  his  door  by 
the  Milk  Lorries,  than  be  bothered  supplying  it  in 
driblets  to  the  local  inhabitants. 

I will  even  go  so  far  as  to  state  that  I consider  the 
health  of  all  children  in  the  Rural  District  of  Honiton 
is  suffering  from  the  lack  of  milk,  and  the  inability 
of  the  farmers  to  keep  back  a sufficient  quantity  for 
their  own  needs.  At  the  present  moment,  no  one  is 
allowed  to  sell  milk,  even  to  oblige  a neighbour, 
unless  he  has  a retail  licence,  with  the  result,  that 
in  villages,  unless  there  is  a retailer,  milk  is 
unobtainable. \ The  Head  Teacher  in  one  village  of 
25  children,  reports  to  me  that  13  of  these  children 
are  suffering  from  a deficiency  of  milk,  a very 
lamentable  report,  but  it  is  entirely  due  to  the  strictures 
laid  down  by  the  Milk  Board. 

I think  this  is  a matter  that  should  be 
investigated,  and  it  should  be  essential  for  every 
Council  to  see  that  a Retail  Milk  Supply  is  available 
in  every  village.  \ 

When  visiting  the  Schools  last  June  and  July,  I 
was  astounded  to  find  the  difficulty  which  beset  a 
large  number  of  villages  in  obtaining  milk  supplies 
for  the  Schools,  and  in  place  of  milk  had  perforce  to 
rely  on  Artificial  Products.  It  seems  to  me  incredible 
that  such  a state  of  affairs  can  be  allowed  to  exist  in 
a County  like  Devon.  It  all  boils  down  to  the  fact  that 
all  the  milk  now  goes  direct  to  the  factories,  and 
none  is  left  to  supply  local  needs.  It  is  a fact  indeed 
that  a farmer  wishing  to  obtain  butter  has  now  to 
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arrange  with  the  Milk  Factories  to  supply  him  instead 
of  producing  it  on  his  Farm. 

I append  a list  of  Schools  showing  those  able 
to  obtain  milk  and  the  Schools  which  cannot,  and  in 
order  to  ascertain  the  position  as  regards  difficulties 
in  obtaining  New  Milk  at  the  Schools,  I sent  out  the 
following  questionnaire  to  each  Head  Teacher  : — 

1.  Whether  Milk  is  provided  for  the  children  ? 

2.  If  Milk  is  not  provided,  do  you  supply  the 

children  with  any  Proprietary  Food,  if  so, 
state  kind  ? 

3.  Is  there  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  Milk  ?

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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Owing  to  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
Borough  of  Honiton  I found  it  necessary  to  bring 
into  operation  the  Immunisation  Clinic  I had 
organised  a few  years  previously. 

I would  here  add,  that  in  order  to  prevent  any 
misunderstanding,  that  the  Scheme  was  purely  a 
Voluntary  one,  and  no  sort  of  compulsion  was  used,  or 
would  be  used.  Parents  were  sent  a consent  form, 
some  weeks  before  the  actual  day  I attended  at  the 
Clinic.  On  the  consent  form  they  were  asked  to  say 
“ Yes  ” or  “ No  ” to  the  proposal  to  immunise  their 
children,  then  to  sign  the  Form  and  return  it  to  the 
Head  Teacher.  In  no  case  did  I try  to  persuade  any 
child  to  be  done  after  the  consent  form  had  been 
marked  “ No.”  I think  the  majority  of  refusals  was 
due  to  the  parents  expecting  the  children  to  have  bad 
arms,  as  they  imagined  it  was  like  vaccination.  I 
had  numerous  requests  from  these  parents  to  do  their 
children  after  they  saw  the  result  in  the  others. 

Once  the  scheme  was  launched,  there  was  the 
usual  opposition  of  the  Anti-Everything  Brigade,  but 
I was  a little  too  quick  for  them,  getting  my  Clinic 
through  before  their lettersopposingthelmmunisation 
appeared  in  the  Local  Papers,  but  they  certainly 
caused  a lot  of  distress  in  the  minds  of  some  parents, 
as  I had  a number  of  parents  come  to  see  me  after  their 
letters  were  published,  but  I was  quite  able  to 
reassure  them. 

The  response  of  the  parents  and  children  was 
very  gratifying.  In  all,  I visited  the  22  Schools  in 
the  district,  and  out  of  a total  of  796  children 
attending  the  Elementary  Schools,  I successfully 
immunised  688. 

The  method  I used  was  the  one  shot,  Alum 
Precipitated  Toxoid,  and  the  dose  given  was  0*5  c.c., 
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and  I am  very  glad  to  report  that  in  no  case  did  I 
see  any  serious  reaction  afterwards  from  the 
Immunisation  Injection.

immunisations,  while  Broadhembury,  Gotleigh,  and 
Gittisham  had  99  per  cent.,  a wonderful  record  for 
these  villages. 

I hope  during  the  summer  of  1938  to  visit  all 
these  Schools  again  and  immunise  the  new  comers, 
and  also  hope  that  those  who  refused  will  now  come 
forward  and  be  done,  so  as  to  obtain  as  near  a 
100  per  cent,  immunised  village  as  possible. 

I would  here  like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation 
of  the  help  I received  from  the  School  Teachers  in 
the  different  Schools  I visited.  Their  assistance  in 
organising  the  children  was  invaluable  and  I deeply 
appreciated  their  great  help.  I would  also  like  to 
thank  Miss  Greedy  (Nurse)  who  so  ably  assisted  me 
at  every  Clinic,  and  whose  work  was  invaluable. 


Sewage  Works. 

Owing  to  the  change  in  Sanitary  Inspectors,  the 
work  dealing  with  new  works  has  fallen  rather  behind, 
but  since  Mr.  Bailey  came  with  us,  steps  have  been 
taken  to  expedite  matters. 

Feniton  Sewage. 

These  works  early  in  the  year  were  a cause  of 
complaint,  owing  to  neglect  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Brooks. 
I took  over  the  control  of  them,  and  instructed  the 
man  in  charge  how  to  deal  with  them.  Since  then 
they  have  been  working  in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Sidmouth  Junction 
works,  which  are  now  working  satisfactorily. 

COLESTOCKS,  PAYHEMBURY  AND  KERSWELL. 

The  question  of  providing  new  works  at  Cole- 
stocks,  Payhembury  and  Kerswell  are  now  under 
consideration,  and  I hope  before  the  year  1938  is 
over,  some  progress  may  be  reported  dealing  with 
these  villages.

The  County  Authorities  undertake  the  Bac- 
teriological Work  for  the  District. 

No  primary  or  revaccinations  have  been  per- 
formed by  me  under  the  Public  Health  Smallpox 
Regulations,  1917. 

Non- Notifiable  Disease.  It  is  rather  difficult 
to  report  on  this,  as  the  only  basis  to  go  on  are 
the  report  of  absences  from  school  supplied  by 
the  Head  Teacher,  and  I have  no  statistics  to 
work  upon  for  the  period  under  review. 

Influenza  still  appears  to  visit  us  in  cycles  of 
varying  intensity.  During  1937,  8 deaths  were 
definitely  attributed  to  this  disease  as  against  1 
in  1936. 

Cancer.  I regret  to  report  deaths  from  Cancer 
show  a slight  increase — this  year’s  total  being  11, 
as  against  8 in  1936. 

All  arrangements  for  Treatment  of  Tubercular 
Patients  who  desire  Sanitorium  treatment  are 
made  by  the  County  Authorities.

My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you 
the  following  report  on  the  Sanitary  and  other  work 
accomplished  during  the  year  1937. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

The  area  is  mainly  an  agricultural  one,  although 
in  the  summer  there  is  an  annual  influx  of  visitors 
during  the  holiday  season. 

The  conditions  of  employment  and  environs  are 
conducive  to  health  and  longevity. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  parishes  in  the  district  are  supplied  with 
water  from  local  sources  derived  mainly  from  wells 
and  springs.  Temporary  shortage  of  supply  is 
sometimes  occasioned  by  the  prolonged  periods  of 
dry  weather. 

During  the  year  a number  of  improvements  were 
carried  out  to  water  supplies  in  various  parts  of  the 
District.  25  Water  samples  were  taken  to  ascertain 
the  purity  of  supplies,  and  the  majority  of  these 
samples  proved  satisfactory.  In  cases  where  the 
reports  were  unsatisfactory  the  owners  were  informed 
and  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to  obtain  a pure 
and  wholesome  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  following  villages  in  the  District  are  now 
sewered  : — 

Branscombe,  Feniton,  Kerswell, 

Payhembury,  Sidmouth  Junction. 
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A number  of  improvements  to  sewerage  works 
and  new  sewers  are  required,  and  in  this  respect 
attention  was  given  to  the  question  of  providing 
new  sewerage  works  at  Colestocks,  Payhembury, 
Kerswell,  Broadhembury  and  Payhembury  Village. 
These  matters  are  still  under  consideration  and  it  is 
hoped  that  during  the  forthcoming  year  these  works 
will  be  put  in  hand. 

The  systematic  conversion  of  privy  middens  to 
pail  closets  or  water  closets  is  being  carried  out  where 
found  necessary. 

Scavenging. 

Organised  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by 
private  contract  in  the  following  parishes  or  villages  : 

Awliscombe,  Branscombe,  Broadhembury, 

Buckerell,  Cotleigh,  Feniton, 

Gittisham,  Offwell,  Payhembury, 

Plymtree,  Sheldon,  Weston, 

Widworthy. 

These  collections  are  now  carried  out  quarterly 
with  the  exception  of  Branscombe  where  collections 
are  made  monthly. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  include  the 
villages  of  Rawridge,  Upottery  and  Smeatharp  in 
next  year’s  collections. 

Although  difficulties  arise  at  times,  the  above 
schemes  appear  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 


Parish  Notes. 

Awliscombe. 

The  School  water  supply  and  drainage  in  this 
village  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the 
necessary  steps  were  taken  to  have  these  matters 
remedied. 
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Branscombe. 

Proposals  were  put  forward  to  provide  a new 
water  supply  to  the  village  of  Branscombe.  A 
Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  and  amendments 
suggested  by  the  Ministry,  but  owing  to  the  increased 
cost  of  the  scheme  this  matter  is  still  under 
consideration. 

A compulsory  purchase  order  was  made  by  the 
Ministry  with  regard  to  Bennett’s  field,  Branscombe, 
for  the  purpose  of  Housing  sites. 

Broadhembury. 

4 new  Council  houses  at  Broadhembury  Village 
are  being  erected  under  the  1935  Housing  Act.  It 
is  hoped  that  these  houses  will  be  completed  in  the 
forthcoming  year. 

A scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  Kerswell  Village 
is  in  the  course  of  preparation  and  should  effect  an 
improvement  on  the  existing  works,  which  are  only 
taking  sink  waste  water. 

Buckerell. 

5 Council  cottages  which  were  repaired  under 
the  1925  Act  have  been  sold  during  the  past  year. 

Combe  Raleigh. 

A scheme  for  supplying  water  to  this  Village 
from  the  Honiton  Town  Council’s  supply  was 
considered,  but  owing  to  the  charges  asked  for  the 
water,  this  scheme  was  not  carried  out. 

COTLEIGH. 

During  the  year  various  notices  were  served  with 
regard  to  encampments  in  this  parish. 

Dunkeswell. 

Minor  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  the  public 
well  water  supply. 
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Farway. 

The  question  of  providing  a new  water  supply 
and  alterations  to  sanitary  accommodation  at  the 
School  is  under  consideration  by  the  School  Managers. 

Feniton. 

Improvement  works  and  repairs  have  been 
carried  out  to  the  sewerage  works  for  Feniton  and 
Sidmouth  Junction. 

Gittisham. 

Water  supplies  in  this  village  have  received 
attention  during  the  year. 

Luppitt. 

Various  improvements  and  new  drainage  systems 
to  private  houses  have  been  constructed  in  order  to 
abate  nuisances,  &c. 

Monkton. 

A private  well  water  supply  supplying  a number 
of  houses  was  analysed  and  found  unsatisfactory. 
Steps  are  being  taken  to  remedy  this.  An  old  drain 
was  tested  and  found  satisfactory. 

Northleigh. 

Demolition  orders  were  issued  in  respect  of  3 
cottages  in  the  parish. 

Offwell. 

The  water  supply  and  sewerage  arrangements  to 
the  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
and  steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  remedy  these 
matters. 

Payhembury. 

Following  complaints  with  regard  to  nuisances, 
&c.,  in  this  village,  the  Council  are  considering 
extending  the  present  sewer  and  providing  new 
outfall  works.  This  will  be  proceeded  with  in  the 
forthcoming  year. 

4 New  Council  Houses  are  being  erected  at 
Colestocks. 
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Plymtree. 

Complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  nuisances 
and  water  supplies  in  this  village.  These  matters 
were  subsequently  attended  to  and  remedied. 

Sheldon. 

Repairs  of  a minor  character  have  been  carried 
out  to  the  Council’s  water  works  in  this  village. 

SOUTHLEIGH. 

Inspections  of  properties  under  the  Housing 
Acts  were  made  in  this  parish  with  regard  to 
reconditioning,  &c. 

Talaton. 

New  well  water  supplies  have  been  provided  in 
place  of  existing  unsatisfactory  supplies,  and  works 
with  regard  to  sewerage  disposal  at  the  School  have 
been  carried  out. 

UPOTTERY  & WlDWORTHY. 

Various  minor  works  with  regard  to  water 
supplies  and  sewerage  have  been  dealt  with  in  these 
Parishes. 

Yarcombe. 

All  the  water  supplies  in  Yarcombe  Village  were 
analysed  during  the  year  and  the  majority  of  these 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  Council  are 
now  considering  a new  public  supply  to  the  Village. 


Housing. 

During  the  past  year  a considerable  amount  of 
time  was  spent  on  the  inspection  of  houses  for 
overcrowding  and  the  need  for  general  repairs. 

As  a result  of  these  inspections  a number  of 
houses  were  found  to  be  overcrowded  and  the  Council 
took  the  necessary  steps  to  abate  this  overcrowding. 

In  cases  where  defects  were  noted,  notices  were 
served  on  their  respective  owners  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  repairs  to  render  the  houses  fit  for 
occupation. 
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During  these  inspections  it  was  noted  that  there 
is  still  a considerable  amount  of  work  to  be  carried 
out  in  connection  with  slum  clearance  in  various 
parts  of  the  District,  and  it  is  hoped  that  surveys,  &c., 
in  connection  with  this  work  will  be  commenced  in 
the  following  year  in  order  to  obtain  better  housing 
conditions  for  Rural  Workers,  &c. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926. 

During  the  year  the  advantage  of  reconditioning 
under  the  above  Act  was  brought  to  the  notice  of 
various  owners  of  cottages  which  required  general 
overhaul  and  repairs,  and  as  a result  11  cottages  were 
reconditioned.

Milk  Supplies— Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  503  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  on  the 
registers.  Inspections  are  frequently  made  of 
premises,  and  improvements  have  been  made  to 
existing  premises,  enabling  owners  to  produce 
milk  under  the  Accredited  Scheme.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  94  Accredited  Producers 
and  9 Tuberculin  Tested  producers  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  milk  samples  were  taken  for 
cleanliness  and  tuberculosis.  No  samples  proved 
positive  to  the  tubercular  test. 

87  milk  samples  were  taken,  and  of  this 
number  25  failed  to  pass  the  test. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  three  Bakehouses  in  the  district 
which  are  visited  at  intervals.  Generally  these 
Bakehouses  are  kept  in  a clean  condition,  and 
notices  rarely  have  to  be  given  with  regard  to 
limewashing. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  4 Slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
where  slaughterings  are  carried  on  regularly. 
Routine  inspections  are  made  of  these  premises 
and  notices  with  regard  to  limewashing,  &c.,  are 
given  where  found  necessary.  Generally  the 
slaughterhouses  are  run  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

During  the  routine  inspection  of  Slaughter- 
houses, meat  which  is  found  to  be  diseased,  &c., 
is  condemned  and  destroyed.  Approximately 
400  lbs.  was  condemned  during  the  year. 
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Licensed  Slaughtermen. 

There  are  19  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the 
district. 

Butchers’  Shops. 

The  Butchers’  Shops  conform  to  a good 
standard.  They  have  adequate  cooling  facilities 
and  are  kept  in  a cleanly  condition.  50  inspections 
have  been  made  of  shops  and  places  where  food 
is  prepared. 

Offensive  Trade. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade,  that  of  a 
Knacker,  being  carried  on  in  the  district.  No 
complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  received,  and 
the  business  appears  to  be  carried  on  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

Nuisances. 

25  complaints  were  received  during  the  year 
with  regard  to  various  nuisances,  such  as  choked 
drains,  improper  disposal  of  waste  water,  and 
insufficient  sanitary  accommodation,  &c.  All 
these  were  abated  following  the  service  of  notices. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  4 statutory 
notices  in  connection  with  these  nuisances. 

Camping  and  Camp  Sites. 

During  the  summers,  a number  of  visitors 
spend  their  holidays  under  canvas  in  the  district, 
and  as  a result  one  permanent  camping  site  has 
been  established  at  Branscombe.  Water  supply 
and  sanitary  accommodation  are  provided  to  this 
site. 

There  are  also  a number  of  beach  huts  and 
sleeping  chalets  which  appear  to  be  conducted  in 
a satisfactory  manner.
